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Minister’s office denies petition

The petition sent to 
Municipal Affairs to audit 
the town has been denied 
because it was deemed to 
have an insufficient 
amount of signatures. 

Kick Lavigne, who gar¬ 
nered 741 signatures with 
his efforts, says that 
despite what some may 
call a loss, he thinks it 
still counts as a win. 

“We’re pretty happy 
about the outcome,’’ said 


Lavigne, “that we got that 
many people to sign.” 

When asked about filing 
another petition, he said 
that he has no plans to do 
so. 

To file a second petition 
successfully, he would 
now need BO per cent of 
the population to sign 
instead of the original 
requirement of 20 per 
cent. 

“We accomplished what 
we wanted," he said. 

“We got people out. 
They came together and 


that’s what it was all 
about." 

In a recent press 
release, Mayor Brian 
Wittal indicated that dur¬ 
ing discussions with the 
Minister of Municipal 
Affairs’ office, he was 
informed that the minis¬ 
ter will be visiting 
Didsbury in September. A 
firm date will be finalized 
later in the summer. 

The minister is also 
reviewing the request 
from Didsbury’s town 
council to conduct a 


municipal corporate 
review of the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Chief Administrative 
Officer Roy Brown indi¬ 
cated that the council and 
staff are happy to be able 
to put this petition to rest 
and move forward with 
future success of 
Didsbury. 

“Although I am happy 
with the contents of the 
letter from the minister," 
said Brown, “the petition 
served a good purpose in 
reminding all of us who 


serve the public of the 
importance of positive 
communication. 

“Every one of us can 
always do a better job and 
now that the petition is in 
the past, we need to put 
our energies towards 
working together to make 
Didsbury the best com¬ 
munity in Canada.” 

Mayor Wittal agrees, 
saying that the future is 
looking bright for devel¬ 
opment in the community. 

“Now is the time to 
move forward,” said 


Wittal. “We have set a 
record for the value of 
building permits issued in 
one year. We have new 
development coming to 
Didsbury, some that have 
yet to be announced, and 
we are moving forward. 

“We need to work 
together and to build 
upon this success." 

Mayor Wittal indicated 
that he hopes to make 
announcements in the 
near future about further 
developments coming to 
Didsbury.

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Didsbury opts 
not to support 
bus service 


The future of the TYi-Community Transit initiative, a 
Carstairs-led pilot project that offers citizens in the region 
better access to essential services in Calgary and Airdrie, 
was dealt a serious blow last week when Didsbury town 
council decided not to financially support the service. 

Last June representatives from the initiative, which pri¬ 
marily serves citizens in Carstairs, Cremona and Didsbury, 
approached Didsbury town council for a $5,(MM) contribu¬ 
tion. 

However, on July 24 members of Didsbury council 
noted there was a serious concern that only three local 
residents were using the service, and felt the money 
would be better used to support the local Didshury Lions 
Shuttle Bus, which provides in-town service on 
Wednesdays mid Fridays, and out-of-town charters on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

"That need is not as great here as other areas or other 
communities," said Brian Wittal, mayor of Didsbury. “I 
would rather support the Lions Club to enhance that serv¬ 
ice in the local community rather than put $5,0(M) in this 
pilot project for the region.” 

Coun. Peter Versluys, who is the chair of the pilot pro¬ 
ject’s advisory committee, said he was baffled as to why 
Didsbury residents were not using the service. 

“But we can’t make them," he said. “One option is that 
this doesn’t go further, that there is not enough usage to 
warrant it, or there may be other options. The citizens of 
Carstairs have used the service more than any other com¬ 
munity.” 

Didsbury’s decision to not support the pilot project was 
a blow to Carstairs community officials. In May the Town 
of Carstairs agreed to provide the service, which was orig¬ 
inally designed as a six-month pilot project, a $5,OCX) finan¬ 
cial boost. Mountain View County has also contributed 
$5,000 and there has been additional support from 
Cremona. 

The targeted budget for the service for one year is 
$56,400. 

“It is disappointing to hear this. My personal feeling is 
that the six-month pilot timeline is not really enough time 
to give an accurate reading of need - especially when you 
consider .July and August are the slowest months of the 
year for this kind of service,” said Robbin Bowman, direc¬ 
tor of the Carstairs office of Family and Community 
Support Services (FCSS), who remains optimistic the pro¬ 
gram can still survive without Didsbury’s financial sup¬ 
port. “I am hopeful, very hopeful. We have a rare opportu¬ 
nity and it is not time to throw in the towel.” 

The Tri-Community Transit initiative began last year 
when officials from the communities of Carstairs, 
Didsbury and Cremona recognized current modes of 
transportation available to regional residents were insuffi¬ 
cient to meet growing needs, notably in getting citizens to 
Airdrie and Calgary for important medical appointments. 

Since the pilot project began last January, residents 
from the three communities and Mountain View County 
have demonstrated increased usage of the service, with 
Carstairs citizens making up for 82 per cent of the 
requests for service. 

Members of the initiative’s advisory committee are 
meeting on Sept. 4 when it is expected the future direction 
of the pilot project will be discussed. 

“The advisory committee will have to decide how the 
project is going to continue forward after the pilot project 
is evaluated September 30," said Bowman. “It is still need¬ 
l'd for Carstairs. We have no intention of bailing out."

Today’s Olympic athletes need special parenting

1 cannot imagine the parental disci¬ 
pline required to produce an Olympic 
champion. My own meagre exposure 
to the world of sport has taught me 
that I fall sadly short. 

When my two children were four 
and five, it was suddenly imperative 
to me that they learn to swim and 
skate. Our schedule required that we 
do both on the same day. 

Perhaps a teensy mistake was not 
zeroing in on just one sport. I encour¬ 
aged them to explore several. As my 
daughter and son got older, week¬ 
ends became particularly special. 
Both days found us at the pool at 6 
a.m. for an hour’s swim practice. On 
Saturdays Henry would follow this 
up with a water polo practice and 
then a soccer game; on Sundays it 
was Meredith’s turn to be blessed 
with her own soccer game. 

Much to my extended family’s 
relief, sanity struck the winter I 
signed us up for cross-country skiing 
lessons. Not surprisingly, these took 
place on the already jam-packed 
Saturdays. One morning, just ahead 
of the second skiing lesson, as I was 
chatting with parents at Henry’s soc¬ 
cer game, his teammate dragged on 


my sleeve. “Kelly, Henry’s hurt!” I was 
astonished to see my six-year-old son 
crying in goal, his coach kneeling at 
his side. 

With the premature death of his 
father, it was really important to me 
that our son not become a “mama’s 
boy." So, assuming my usual “he’ll 
come to me if he needs me" stance, I 
stood back and allowed the coach to 
mop up the tears. 

Only when we were whizzing up 
the mountainside did 1 think to ask 
what happened. “The coach’s dad ran 
after the ball behind the net to boot it 
back to midfield. But he goofed and 
smacked me in the face with the 
ball.” 

Of course, it’s a dead certainty that 
most moms would have pulled the 
car over for a quick cuddle. Not me. 
Aware of the shortness of time, I 
stole a cursory glance at his buffeted 
cheek and continued on up the 
mountain. Relief that we’d arrived on 
time for skiing erased any dwindling 
concern I might have felt. 

An hour and a half later, as my 
worn out children collapsed in the 
back seat, we set off for home. A 
small voice wafted up from the bar k. 
“Mom, is it normal for me not to be 
able to see?” Excuse me? Jolted, 1 
pulled over onto the shoulder and 


leaned into the back for a proper 
look. Henry’s frigid face was now 
sporting a right eye that was decided¬ 
ly puffy, swollen and red. He never 
should have gone skiing. What was I 
thinking? 

My frenetic scheduling was seri¬ 
ously harming my children. Things 
had to change. 

They did. We dropped all but swim¬ 
ming and soccer. Further paring 
occurred when intense coaches 
entered the mix. “What do you mean 
you can’t come to soccer practice on 
Tuesdays because you’ve got swim¬ 
ming strength-and-core sessions at 
the same time?” My teenaged chil¬ 
dren then had to choose one sport 
and I left it to them. 

Today the only structured sport is 
swim club in summer. Winter is for 
snowboarding and skiing with their 
friends. 

With the London 2012 Olympics 
upon us, our attention is drawn to the 
performances of elite athletes. For 
many, their achievements would be 
impossible if it weren’t for the stead¬ 
fast support and guidance of their 
parents. One can only imagine the 
effort involved. I quietly salute them. 
These parents are special indeed.

Promoting power of design 
for straw bale houses

On first thought the idea 
of owning a straw house 
may bring an image of 
something that is sure to 
either fall apart or catch 
fire easily. 

Not so, say some build¬ 
ing experts. 

When straw bales are 
compressed and designed 
to be 18-inch walls it is a 
challenge for any builder 
to find a material that is 
more sturdy and secure. 

And many fire preven¬ 
tion experts in North 
America are of the belief 
that a straw bale and mor¬ 
tar constructed wall is 
exceptionally resistant to 
fire. Due to its tight com¬ 
paction, there is little room 
for oxygen and almost 
nothing to fuel any poten¬ 
tial fire. 

Laura Tanner, a 54-year- 
old Didsbury resident, is 
an architectural designer 
who is convinced straw 
bale construction is a 
housing option that is set 
to take off in the region. 

On July lit, she hosted a 
Straw Bale Building Basics 
workshop at Olds College 
during Hort Week. 

“I think as sustainability 
is getting more important 
and mainstream it is going 
to be one of many 
options,” said Tanner of 
straw bale building. "It has 
been done all over the 
world.” 

The first documented 
use of straw bales in con¬ 
struction was in Nebraska 
when a schoolhouse was 
built in the late 19th centu¬ 
ry. Because of its renew¬ 
able nature, low cost and 
accessibility, as well as its 
high insulation value, 
straw bale construction 
slowly grew in popularity 


over the next century, par¬ 
ticularly in North America 
and Europe. 

It is still relatively 
unknown in this region, 
although Tanner says there 
is one home in Didsbury 
she knows about that was 
built from straw. She also 
noted there is a triplex in 
Edmonton that was also 
built with straw bales and 
subsequently won an 
urban design award. 

Tanner said she has 
always been interested in 
the merits of straw bale 
construction. She has 
designed a duplex and a 
few other homes out of 
straw, although they have 
yet to be constructed. 
Tanner has also helped 
build two houses made 
from straw material. More 
recently she has designed 
and built a shed from 
straw bales, a structure 
that measures 15 feet wide 
by 18 feet long on the out¬ 
side. She now uses it as a 
studio. 

When talking about 
straw bale construction 
Tanner is quick to empha¬ 
size that a straw bale wall 
is not just straw bales but 
includes a plaster mix that 
completes its construc¬ 
tion. She notes that a wall 
made from straw bale and 
plaster can be 18 inches 
thick, which she concedes 
is one disadvantage as it 
results in square footage 
loss of a home’s total area, 
like with her studio w'hich 
measures only 15 feet by 
10 feet on the inside. 

She also acknowledges 
that straw needs to remain 
dry during construction, 
which she adds, can be 
challenging. But Tanner 
feels all the advantages of 
straw bale homes, includ¬ 
ing their insulation value, 
more than make up for the 
few shortcomings. 


As for cost, the jury is 
still out with home 
builders on whether it is 
cheaper in the long run to 
build and live in a straw 
bale home. There is no 
doubt the premium insula¬ 
tion value brings huge sav¬ 
ings but experts in the 
home construction indus¬ 
try say the cost of building 
a straw bale home varies 
depending on design, size 
and amount of hired 
labour. 

“It is really hard to com¬ 
pare*," said Tanner, whose 
next project is designing a 
straw bale home in Boyle, 
Alta. “Every house is 
different in cost. It is 
comparable to a regular 
framed house but you 
are getting added 
insulation.”

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Heritage Crossing finally breaks ground 

$7.5 million high-end condominium project expected to be open by early fall in 2013

Mori* than six years aft or 
Morris Monk envisioned 
his dream ho can now final¬ 
ly set' it coming into shape. 

On July 19, Monk, presi¬ 
dent of Custom Homos by 
Ashbury Design, hosted 
the official groundbreaking 
for his ambitious $7.5 mil¬ 
lion Heritage Crossing con¬ 
dominium complex, a proj¬ 
ect that will feature 48 
high-end suites on an acre¬ 
sized lot at 21 Avenue and 
21 Street. 

“It was a relief and a bit 
of ‘I can’t believe this day 
has come,’" said Monk. 
"People have told me I sure 
have persevered to see this 
through. It has been sug¬ 
gested to me others would 
have given up a long time 
ago." 

There is now a huge hole 
dug out at the site, the for¬ 
mer location of the historic 
Missionary Church. Monk 
expects the west part of 
the 19,177 sq.-ft., four- 
storey complex to be open 
for residents by late sum¬ 
mer or early fall in 2013. 


The rest of the building is 
expected to be finished by 
March 2014. 

Meanwhile, the road to 
the July 19 groundbreaking 
ceremony was a challeng¬ 
ing one for the local home¬ 
builder. After purchasing 
the property in 2000 for 
$400,000, Monk encoun¬ 
tered stiff community 
opposition. Opponents 
objected to the proposed 
building's height and 
potential shadowing. 

“They (opponents) didn’t 
want it higher than the bell 
tower of the museum,” said 
Monk. 

“It is not higher.” 

He was forced to appear 
twice at local Municipal 
Planning Commission 
meetings, and then before 
the Didsbury Subdivision 
and Development Appeal 
Board late last summer. 
Along the way he was 
granted several relaxations 
but those were taken away 
on appeal. 

“There are some folks in 
town who still think I got 
those relaxations," said 
Monk, who was also forced 
to scale back the original 
number of suites to 48 


from 51. “1 had to go back 
to the drawing board. It 
cost me at least $10,(XX) in 
redesign and drafting time. 
I also lost profit on those 
three suites because they 
pulled the relaxation on 
the side yard and we had 
no room on the site.” 

But those troubles are 
now over. ()n July 6, Monk 
was granted a foundation 
site for the project. He is 
expected to get a full build¬ 
ing permit to go above 
ground once the town fin¬ 
ishes its review of the 
building’s architectural 
drawings. 

Monk has a sales office 
on 20th Street that is now 
busy selling units, which 
go from $260,000 to 
$280,000. 

The design of the build¬ 
ing, its suites and ameni¬ 
ties take on a distinctly 
heritage architecture style, 
said Monk. 

The project’s 48 suites 
will include 33 two-bed- 
room, two-bath suites - 11 
on each of the first three 
floors, as well as nine cus¬ 
tom luxury two-bedroom, 
two-bath suites on the 
fourth floor. Each of these 


suites will also have a den. 

There will also he a 
library on the second floor, 
and a multi-purpose room 
on the fourth floor that will 
have a kitchen and enough 
room for up to 50 people. 
There will be a balcony 
that will allow residents to 
see all the rooftops of 
Didsbury, said Monk. 

As the project finally 
moves ahead, town offi¬ 
cials said they are pleased 
an exciting new housing 
opportunity will be avail¬ 
able to local residents, as 
well as those thinking of 
moving to Didsbury. 

“This project is saying 
there is still plenty of 
opportunities for growth 
here,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. “It is meeting a need 
in the community, a higher 
end one that is fairly close 
to downtown and all the 
amenities.” 

As for Monk, there is 
greater optimism now that 
all the challenges are 
behind him. 

“Frustrating? I under¬ 
stand you have to go 
through it,” said Monk. 

“I’m here to play by the 
rules.”

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Fire destroys 
300 tons 
of hay

A spectacular fire at the Cremona Forage 
Processors plant on Wednesday afternoon destroyed 
about 300 tons of hay and the large steel shed it was 
being stored in. 

Owner Gil Dalziel says although the cause of the 
fire remains under investigation, he is “99 per cent 
sure” it was caused by a mechanical problem. 

“I don’t know exactly how many bales we lost, but 
it was about 300 tons of hay,” said Dalziel. “There 
was a combination of processed bales and 
unprocessed bales in the shed. 

“We don’t know for sure what caused it. The fire 
investigator is coming out. We think it was something 
mechanical, that something overheated. The two fel¬ 
lows who were working in the shed shut down at 3 
o’clock for coffee and when they came back 15 min¬ 
utes later it was too much fire to put out ourselves. 

“We are 99 per cent sure it was mechanical, 
because we don’t know what else it could be. It cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t a lightning strike." 

There were no reports of injuries in the mishap. 

The fire started shortly after 3 p.m. in one of sever¬ 
al large storage sheds on the property, located on 
Highway 580 east of Cremona. 

Firefighters from Carstairs, Sundre, Cremona- 
Water Valley, Didsbury and Olds all attended the 
blaze. 

“The firefighters were very good. They kept it from 
spreading to other buildings and that was great. They 
contained the loss. They did very good water hauling. 

It was excellent.” 

The company is fully insured, he said, noting a 
damage estimate has not been released. 

“It is significant but I don’t want to put a number on 
it right now," he said. “The shed was destroyed, but it 
was fully insured.” 

Last week’s blaze was the first at the plant since 
1995. 

Dalziel says since no hay processing equipment 
was destroyed in the blaze, production at the facility 
should not be impacted.
